torate, but this is giving way to the demand for cotton goods; 

beads are now used chiefly in barter for ivory in the Congo Free 
State. 


The total imports of cotton goods, according to the report, rose from 

02,635/. in the previous year to 61,8997. in the 

Cotton Goods. year under review, showing an increase of 

9,264/. The United Kingdom leads with a 

value of 20,710/., closely followed by the United States with a 

value of 19,813/.; India and Germany follow with values of 
10,3471. and 8,240/. respectively. 

Attention is drawn to the hold which “ Americani,” an un- 
bleached calico prepared in the United States, has over the markets 
in Northern and Eastern Africa. Of the total imports of cotton 
goods this article accounts for 19,452/., or over 31 per cent. Its 
supremacy is due to the fact that it exactly hits off the require- 
ments of the natives, and having little, if any, sizing, they look 
upon it as good value for their money. It is sold in bales, averag- 
ing a net weight of 213 lbs., at 120. 3s. 4d. per bale, an increase of 
about 12s. 8d. per bale over the selling price of last year. In 
‘“ European longcloth ” and ‘“ miscellaneous ” the United Kingdom 
easily heads the list, but the writer of the report wouid like to see 
‘* Americani” displaced in those markets by a British article.

CHINA. 


According to a report by the French Minister at Pekin (M. Dubail) 
a re the Chinese Imperial Minister of Commerce 
1 has decided to establish an Artistic, Commer- 
a 1 and Industrial Museum in Pekin. The 
eatin Malin cial and Industrial Museum in in. | 
necessary ground for the erection of suitable 
buildings has already been acquired. It is intended to establish a 
permanent exhibition of Chinese and foreign goods in this 
museum. No provision has yet been made for the purchase of 
artistic exhibits; and it is probable that the museum will be used 
more especially for commercial and industrial purposes. It is 
hoped by the Chinese Minister of Commerce that the museum will 
serve as a record of the progress made by Chinese manufacturers, 
and that at the same time the foreign exhibits will incite the 
native industry to still greater efforts. In any case, remarks 
M. Dubail, it is probable that foreign manufacturers who find a 
place for their wares in this museum will profit by an increased 
sale in the Chinese market. 

The Japanese are taking an active part in the organisation of 
the museum, and indeed, it is probable that they are responsible 
for its inception; the buildings are in Japanese style, and Japanese 
merchants and manufacturers have promised to co-operate largely. 
M. Dubail is of opinion that foreign traders would find it to their 
advantage to obtain a place in the museum, as it affords an oppor- 
tunity to display their goods to great advantage, for too often, 
by the time they reach the native consumers, they have been 


adulterated.

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COTTON AND TOBACCO IN QUEENSLAND. 


Cotton.—The report (dated Brisbane, 29th July) of the Queens- 
land Department of Agriculture and Stock, for the year ended 
30th June, 1905, contains the following reference to cotton- 
growing in that State :— 

“‘ It is too early to write definitely of the success or otherwise of 
the cotton-growing experiment: of 1904-05, but there seems avery 
fair prospect, if the matter be judiciously handled, that cotton- 
' growing will before many years approach in magnitude that of 
past years. The requirements of the markets have completely 
changed the industry, for whereas in the early days of cotton, seed 
was sown indiscriminately, without care for variety and yield, and 
the resulting crop was composed of staples of many different 
lengths and different degrees of fineness, it is now necessary that 
cotton of a given bale or parcel shall be of even staple, texture, 
and strength. . . . It was for these reasons that the Depart- 
ment, when ordering the seed from the United States of America, 
attached importance to the request that the seed selected to fill the 
order should be of those varieties most in favour and highest in 
value in the market, and that the selection should be made under 
the supervision of the officers of the Department of Agriculture in 
the States, who have a knowledge of the subject. As an instance, it 
may be mentioned that Mr. G. Sanderson, of Stanwell, by planting 
seed suitable to his locality, has gathered seed cotton at the rate of 
2,000 lbs. per acre, which at the minimum which this Department 
hoped to obtain from the British Cotton Growers’ Association, is 
equal to 12/. 10s. per acre. The seed grown for the crop now 
under treatment has been all practically of the Upland varieties, 
but those farmers who this season will, from the situation of their 
land, be able to grow the Sea Island variety from the seed that the 
Department is now gathering in, shouid be in a position to even 
surpass the instance before given. ‘This class of long-stapled 
cotton can only be grown in favoured localities under certain con- 
ditions, of which proximity to the sea seems to be the principal 
factor. "he 

Tobacco.—The annual report of Mr. R. 8. Nevill, tobacco expert 
to the Queensland Government, states that the Queensland 
tobacco crop of 1903-04 proved fully 25 per cent. larger than 
was anticipated, it having reached 425 tons, all of which, 
except some 25 tons, has been sold at prices ranging from 44d. 
to 8d. per lb., or an average of something near 64d. per Ib. all 
round, or about 60/. per ton. The yield was about one half-ton 
per acre, hence the return to growers of about 30/. per acre 
average was very satisfactory. 

Of the unsold, some is very inferior, and must fetch a low price, 
if sold at all; but the greater bulk of it is a serviceable tobacco, 
and will doubtless be disposed of at satisfactory prices later on. 

The crop of 1904-05 is probably a record one for the Texas 
and Inglewood districts, both for quality and quantity. The 
total yield will be something near 500 tons; it is mostly from 
improved varieties of seed of the very best sorts. 
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APPLICATION OF NEW GERMAN TARIFF TO GOODS 
STORED IN CERTAIN WAREHOUSES. 

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Berlin (Mr. W. Gastrell) states, on 
the authority of the “ Reichsanzeiger,” that an important notice 
has been issued by the Prussian Minister of Finance with regard to 
the application of the new Tariff, after the 1st March next, on 
goods deposited in Germany in certain warehouses. The wording 
of the Notice is as follows :— 

“As it appears, from communications received by the Customs 
Authorities and from discussions in newspapers and periodicals, 
that the opinion has been generally expressed that the Existing 
Tariff will still be applied to all goods that have crossed the frontier 
by the 28th February, 1906. It is hereby clearly intimated that 
this view is not entirely correct. 

‘‘ According to Section 9 of the ‘ Vereinszollgesetz’ of the 
Ist July, 1869, only those goods are subject to the rates of the 
existing Tariff as have been presented for clearance at the 
competent Customs-house for the payment of duty, or for disposal 
on ‘ Begleitschein II.,’ or notified for registration in ‘ Private 
Credit Warehouses.’ It will thus be seen, among other things, 
that all goods warehoused on the Ist March, 1906, in public 
warehouses (‘ Oeffentliche Niederlagen ’), private transit warehouses 
(‘ Privattransitlager’), or partly private warehouses (‘ Privat- 
theilungslager’), with or without official supervision, or entered on 
the running accounts as stocked, are liable to the duties of the 
new Tariff. 





PORT EXTENSION AT BREMERHAVEN. 


The following particulars respecting the projected extension 
of the port of Bremerhaven (see “ Board of Trade Journal,” 12th 
October, p. 77), are taken from a report received at the Foreign 
Office from the British Vice-Consul at that port (Mr. F. Oliver) :— 

The project that forms the subject of the agreement between 
the Governments of the Free City of Bremen and of Prussia is 
divided into three sections, namely :— 

1. The first section, which is to be completed within six years, 
provides for :—(a) Two dock-basins in prolongation of the present 
Kaiser Dock. These two docks will each measure 1,970 feet by 
410 feet; (b) A graving dock of a total available length of 820 
feet. The width of the lock will be 115 feet, and the depth of the 
sill at ordinary high water will be 344 feet; (c) An irregular- 
shaped dock-basin (to be called the Verbindungshaven) about 2,460 
feet long, with a mean width of 500 feet. 

2. ‘I'he second section, which is to be completed within twelve 
years, consists of:—(a) An entrance lock from the Weser, with a 
chamber 820 feet ‘long and 197 feet wide. The width of the 
entrance gate is to be 115 feet, and the depth over the sill 374 feet 
at ordinary high water; (>) An irregular dock-basin (to be called.

duties on the above articles as regards the Orange River Colony. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 

copy of a Notification (No. 1,047 of 1905), 
ee oud dated Ist September, 1905, amending the 
* Rules” made on 13th September, 1904, under 
the Petroleum Enactment of 1897, affecting the importation, 
storage, &c., of petroleum in Perak. 

The “ Rules” at present laid down provide that no licence shall 
be required for the importation, transport, or storage by any person 
of dangerous petroleum intended for whatever use, not exceeding 
five (instead of three as heretofore) gallons in quantity, prov ided 
such petroleum is placed in suitable metal vessels distinctly 
labelled, and is securely stoppered.

A recent Circular of the United States Treasury Department 
Sufficiency of provides that, in the case of protests against 
y erroneous assessments of duty, the mere fact 
Protest. that the importer specifies the correct rate 
of duty in his protest is not a sufficient compliance with Section 
14 of the Customs Administrative Act, 1890. He must also point 
out the applicable provisions of the Law, either (1) by citing 
the paragraph by number, and where several classes of articles 
are provided for therein, by indicating the subdivision of the 
paragraph under which the assessment should be made, or (2) by 
describing the goods in such terms that the collector may know 
the true nature of his claim and the provision of the Law under 
which it is made. Failure to do this renders the protest defective. 
In cases where the protest cites the correct rate of duty and the 
correct paragraph number, but wrongly describes the articles the 
duty on which is in dispute, the protest is also held to be 
insufficient by reason of the misdescription contained therein.

Sugar—Absorption of sea water.—As absorption of sea water 
reduces the polariscopic test of sugar, no allowance is to be made 
on account of the increased weight of sugar importations due 
to unusual absorption of sea water or moisture while on the voyage. 
Retests of such sugars may be granted where the claim made by 
the importer, filed in due time, appears to be well founded, and 
where the error claimed is shown to be as much as four-tenths of 
1 degree by the polariscopic test. 

Shortage of brandy caused by theft.—Where a certain ascertained 
amount has been abstracted by theft from a hogshead of brandy 
prior to importation, while such liquor was in transit to the United 
States, the collector, in liquidating the duty on the liquor, must 

make an allowance by way of deduction for the liquor so 
abstracted. 

Gauge—Olive orl in tine.—-Olive oil imported in tins is dutiable 
by the gallon. Where an importer of such olive oil claims that 
the measurement made by the gauger is excessive, no allowance

CYPRUS. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
New Harb t despatch from the High Commissioner of 
ew sarbour a Cyprus, stating that the new harbour works 

Famagusta. at Famagusta are now practically complete. 

The following is a short description of the new harbour : — 

At Famagusta there is a large outer harbour (formed by a reef 
of rocks), with 4} to 7 fathoms of water. 

An approach channel (250 ft. wide) and entrance to the inner 
harbour has been dredged to a depth of 26 ft. 

An inner harbour has been constructed 900 ft. long, 600 ft. 
wide, and 24 ft. deep. A quay wall has also been built 900 ft. 
long with 24 ft. of water alongside, and large steamers are already 
constantly using it. 

An additional basin at the southern end of the inner harbour 
450 ft. long, 200 ft. wide, and 15 ft. deep, with an iron jetty 
390 ft. long, with 15 ft. water alongside, is also nearly completed, 
and will be ready for use by the end of 1905. 

The Cyprus Government Railway runs from the uew quay to 
Nicosia, the capital of the island.

‘from which it appears that the roadbed has 
been completed to Sanarate, a distance of 160 miles from Puerto 
Barrios, and there yet remains a distance of 35 miles to be built. 
Mr. Winter calls attention to the fact that the city of Guatemala 
is already connected by railroad with the Pacific ports of San José 
and Champerico. By far the greater part of the maritime trade of 
the country passes through these ports, and there are regular 
steamer services to San Francisco, to Europe and the Eastern 
States vid Panama, and through the Straits of Magellan, in German 
bottoms to Europe. I[t is hoped that on the completion of the 
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new railway a large proportion of this trade will be diverted from 
these long and expensive routes, and will be shipped from Puerto 
Barrios direct, to European and American ports. 

To judge by the activity now being displayed in the construc- 
tion of the railway, it appears certain that the undertaking will at 
last be completed, and Mr. Winter thinks it might be advisable 
for British Steamship Companies to look into the matter with 
some care and ascertain whether it would not be well worth while 
to establish a frequent and regular service to that port when the 
railway is finally opened.

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BRITISH CENTRAL AFRICA PROTECTORATE. 


According to a report recently issued by the Colonial Office, the 

total quantity of ginned cotton exported from 
Cotton Industry. the British Central Africa Protectorate during 

the year 1904-05 was 285,185 lbs. (127 tons), 
being an increase of 228,299 lbs. on the previous year. “ This 
increase, however,” continues the report, ‘‘ is somewhat disappoint- 
ing, the difference between the 127 tons actually exported and the 
600-800 tons estimated being due to the fact that the industry is 
still in the experimental stage, and at the time of last report little 
was known as to the altitudes best suited for Egyptian cotton. It 
has now been proved without doubt that the highlands, where rain 
and cold winds are heavy at times, are not so suitable as the low- 
lands bordering on the Upper and Lower Skiré River, more 
especially for the Egyptian variety, the altitude limit of which has 
been found by experience to be under 1,500 feet above sea level ; 
consequently, during the year 1904-5 American Upland cotton 
was planted largely in the highlands, and Egyptian in the 
lowlands. 

“ Notwithstanding this reverse at the outset, planters and com- 
panies have redoubled their efforts thoroughly to test cotton 
cultivation, and to constitute it permanently as one of the 
staple industries of the Protectorate. se 

“Cotton gins, hydraulic presses, seed distributers, ploughs, 
&e., &c., to the total value of 7,229/., were imported into the 
country during the year. The chief drawback to the industry is 
the difficulty of overland transport. 

“Cotton cultivation by natives has been carefully fostered, and 
promises to be a success, provided a sufficiency of reliable seed can 
be obtained. Arrangements have been made for the crops to be 
bought at 1d. per lb. (unginned) up to the south end of Lake Nyasa, 
and 3d. per lb. on the shores of the northern portions of the Lake. 
At these rates it pays to cultivate, prices being guaranteed by 
buyers for the present season.”

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UGANDA: 


The following particulars of cotton cultivation in Uganda are 

extracted from a report by Lt.-Col. Hayes 
Cotton Cultivation. Sadler, recently issued by the Colonial Office: — 

“A quantity of cotton seed of the Egyptian 
varieties, Asmouni, Abbasi, and Affifi, was given out to the chiefs 
and people during the year. The crops have only lately ripened, 
and so far no definite results have been obtained, except that the 
Uganda Trading Company report they have purchased about one 
ton of cotton produced from the seed so distributed. Skilled 
supervision over our experimental farms at Masaka, Kakumiro, and 
Jinja is urgently needed ; I have been endeavouring for some time 
past to obtain passed pupils from the Agricultural Schools in India 
to act as instructors, particularly in the cultivation of cotton; the 
natives take readily to production, but they require teaching, and 
have at present very little idea as to how to cultivate and gather the 
crop; when they get used to this work we can look forward to good 
results, for cotton is found to grow well, and large portions of the 
Protectorate are well suited for its cultivation. Four hand-ginning 
machines have been purchased for the use of the natives. 

‘“‘ Very promising are the results obtained from the experiments 
made by the Uganda Trading Company. Early last year this 
company gave out seeds to some 27 or 28 cultivators, and up to date 
they have bought in about 45 tons of unginned cotton. Now, 
nearly 500 cultivators have applied to this company for seed, and 
from the quantity given out they expect to receive some 300 tons 
of unginned cotton within the next few months. These facts give 
hope of an extensive cotton industry springing up in Uganda. 

‘The variety of seed which is found to answer best is the 
American Upland. Egyptian Affifi is reported to have produced a 
fair quantity, but of inferior quality, the staple being greatly dis- 
coloured and short and weak. Egyptian Abbasi promises well, the 
staple is clean and long, and of fair length and fine. The quality 
of the local indigenous cotton is also well reported on. Asmouni 
and Black Peruvian have not been a success, but as the latter is a 
semi-perennial it may produce a crop later.” 


The same report states that the trade in Sanseviera and Raphea 

fibres is growing. Exports totalled 1,7111, 

Fibres. showing an increase of 8931. on the preceding 

year. The industry is anew one and is capable 

of large development. The local value of these fibres is about 
1s. 4d. for 15 Ibs. (Colonial Office, Annual Series, 467.) 
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Agriculture. 





ROUMANIA. 
The Acting British Consul-General at Galatz (The Hon. H. C. 
Dundas) reports as follows with reference to 
Sericulture. the progress of sericulture in Roumania :— 
‘“Sericulture in Roumania is carried on 
chiefly by the peasant, but in a very modest manner; also by 
some &. large landowners. 

“The number of mulberry trees is 940,000. 

“Most of the mulberry trees belong to the peasants, but the 
Government own some nurseries. ‘Trees are only distributed from 
two special places. It is rumoured that a large nursery will be 
created this autumn, and the hope is expressed that in two years 
time 150,000 to 300,000 trees will be distributed annually. 

“ Seed is supplied gratis to the peasants by the Government, 
and during the present year 42 kilogrammes (94 Ibs.) were thus 
distributed, the value amounting to 2651. At the same time a 
Society called ‘Tesatoare’ has made free grants of a quantity 
weigning 80 lbs., distributed in the districts of for, Mehedintz, 
Doljin, and Teleorman. 

‘‘One *gramme of seed has produced in many places approxi- 
mately as much as two fkilogrammes of c»coons, but one kilo- 
gramme would be a fair average, taking everything into 
consideration, The seed at present used by the peasants is being 
replaced by slow degrees in a superior quality, which is inaeeiad 
by the Government, or raised in some nurseries. 

‘Foreigners are also allowed to benefit. Silkworm seed may 
may be imported free of duty and by permission of the Govern- 
ment, who reserves to itself the right to examine the same prior to 
its entry into the country. 

“The quality of the silk leaves much to be desired, but it will 
improve when more modern machinery is brought into use. On 
the other hand a small quantity is treated with modern machinery 


and gives superior results. 
“Very little of the silk produced is sold in the fairs, it being 


raostly employed for domestic purposes. 

“There are at present no systematic looms, and indeed only a 
very few proprietors have tried more important culture, and there 
are no manufactories for buying up the silk. Also no installation 
exists for the production in quantity and quality of the seed of silk 
worms. 

‘Foreigners may rent mulberry groves but only for 5-10 years. 
The rent is everywhere changeable so that no definite figures can 
be given. 

‘No special laws’ exist for combating sickness among silkworms, 
but the police are empowered to act in consideration of the Police 
Laws regarding the Sanitary Veterinary Department. 

‘‘ At present the question of sericulture is in its infancy, and it 
is being studied carefully with a view to its development.

Prior to that 
only small occasional parcels were exported, and in 1904 these 
totalled only 213 tons. In Mr. Dundas’ opinion the port of 
Constantza will, in future, when the construction of all the quays 
is completed, offer considerable facilities for this trade, but at 
present there is insufficient accommodation, and consequently 
expenses are increased by delays, making the cost of shipping 
exceed that incurred at Braila and Galatz.

The total expenditure during 1904 amounted to 
19,318,768 dollars, exceeding that of the preceding year by 
3,098,896 dollars. 

The excess of expenditure as compared with 1903 is due mainly 
to the very large outlay on railways and other public works. The 
excess of expenditure on railway services amounted to 1,638,214 
dollars, of which 1,286,800 dollars was spent on construction. On 
other public works D, 012, 101 dollars was spent in 1904, against 
3,995,278 dollars in 1903, an increase of 1,016,823 dollars.

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is ‘ponsible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “ Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 1d. All

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE.—In consequence of the transfer 
of the Imperial Institute to the Board of Trade from the beginning 
of 1903, the work formerly carried on by the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Office of the Imperial Institute is now conducted by the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

Among the branches of work now carried on by the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington are the scientific investigation of 
the economic products of the British Empire with a view to their 
commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of the arrangement 
and classification of the Collection of these products which is 
exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the 
sample room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “Imperial Institute Bulletin,” issued quarterly, contains 
information and reports bearing on the work carried out in the 
Imperial Institute at South Kensington.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 





India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, H.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free : the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope——The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr. Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a Bees office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 


of the State can be seen.
